As the first step in developing these 
resources Judge Adamson recommended 
two amendments to the Georgia law: 

First, an amendment allowing a per- 
son he owns land on both sides of a 
navigable stream to build a dam, as 18 
at present the right of such owner only 
upon non-navigable streams. 

Means Millions to Georgia. 

Second, an amendment to the 
demnation law which will allow anyone 
with the necessary capital for the devel- 
opment of a power site and the inten- 
tion of immediate development of such 
a site, to condemn any undeveloped 
site. This amendemnt is designed to 
create competition and reduce the price 
of electricity, by providing a means of 
taking from corporations or persons 
such sites as have been bought up for 
the purpose of keeping them from be- 
developed and thereby creating 
competition. 

Vith these two amendments, Judge 
Adamson declared that he knows of 
millions of dollars which would come 
to Georgia, including enough capital 
to dévelop every shoal in the Chatta- 
hoochee river, making it navigable from 
St. Andrews’ bay to the neighborhood 
of Atlatna. 

The uses which 
hydro-electricity,. as 
night by Judge Adamson, were a reve- 
lation to his hearers. Such uses, he 
said, include only the well-known 
se of electricity for lighting, heating 
and power supply purposes, but in the 
manufacture of nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash, which are fundamental 
elements in the guano which Georgla 
farmers use, and practically all of 
which has to be imported. Such a use 
of hydro-electricty, he pointed out 
would not only make Georgia and other 
parts of the country independent of 
these outside sources in event of an 
emergency cutting off this foreign sup- 
ply, but would save at home many 
millions of dollars, including the S22, ! 
000,000 we spend annually in Chile for 
nitrate. 

Other remarkable uses of - hydro- 
electricity, not generally Known to the 
layman, were mentioned.

The opposition on the part of the 
so-called conservationists to measures 
looking to water power development 
brought up in congress and the con- 
fusion resultant therefrom, declared 
Judge Adamson, has been the greatest 
handicap to the proper development of 
(jeorgia’s wonderful resources.

“During the night of the 10th-11th, 
mineé-sweepers entered the straits under 
cover of the guns of a battleship and a 
cruiser and succeeded in operating in 
the first mine field, notwithstanding 
ahot fire from the guns of the de- 
fenses. 

“French divisions resumed on the 
llth operations begun the day before 
against the fortifications of Bulair and 
the light batteries above the Bay of 
Morto.”’ 


The above would seem to indicate 
that the allied fleet has not penetrated 
the Dardanelles as far as had been 
supposed. Previous advices said Chan- 
nak Kalessi and other forts at the nar- 
rowest part of the straits had been suc- 
cessfully bombarded; that a third of 
the passage had been cleared of mines, 
and that some of the more important 
batteries at the entrance to the straits 
had been silenced. 


BRITISH OFFICERS 
TELL OF FIGHTING. 

London, March 13.—The officers of 
the British battleship Triumph, former- 
ly the Chilean warship Libertad, which 
has been seventeen times in action in 
the Dardanelles, gave an account of the 
fighting in the tortuous waterway to' 
The Daily Telegraph’s-.correspondent at | 
Mitylene, where the Triumph ts coal- 
ing. 

“Trial trips were made tnto the en- 
trance of the Dardanelles February. 18 
by torpedo boat destroyers, which got 
within a thousand yards of the forts,” 
said one of the officers. ‘‘The destroy- 
ers were not fired upon, as the Turks, 
probably through a shortage of am- 
munition, reserved their shells for the 
larger ships. :The Triumph was. or- 
dered to bombard Fort 1 and destroy 
battery No. 50, both on the European 
side of the straits, but we could find 
no trace of the battery, which even | 
the sea-planes failed to locate. 

“Along the shore, we perceived 
trenches and barbed wire entangle- 
ments which had been erected to pre- 
vent landings. Some troops also were 
seen entrenched on the hills. 

“On the morning of February 19, all 
the allied ships proceeded against the 
outer forts, opening fire at 7,500 yards. 
They received no reply. The Triumph 
reconnoitered Cape Helles’ defenses 
and opened fire on them during the 
afternoon with her seven-inch guns, 
causing very heavy damage. 

“When we rejoined the fleet 
evening a spectacular scene 
nessed. The French ships were firing 
furiously from the south, while two 
British ships steamed up and down fir- 
ing salvos. Bad weather interrupted 
the operations, which were resumed 
the 25th, when the Triumph located 
Battery 50. The same day, three trips 
into the entrance were made by vari- 
ous British ships, the Triumph getting 
to within 2,000 yards of Fort 3 and 
making direct hits on the enemy’s 
guns. 

“That night the Turks burned the 
lighthouses. The next day mine sweep- 
ers passed through the entrance, under 
the protection of the Triumph. 

“On March 1, the Triumph was or- 
dered against Fort Dardanus, where 
she was hit thrice, one shell going 
through her armor, killing one man. 
This would have been a serious affair 
but the shell exploded before it pene- 
trated. Another shell went clean 
through the captain’s cabin. 

“The same evening the Triumph cov- 
ered a landing party, which blew up 
some of the important works on the| 
Asiatic side. The explosions sent| 
fragments of wreckage hundreds of | 
feet into the air and three-quarters of | 
the distance across the straits. 

“All the men of the Triumph are in| 
excellent spirits. Throughout the op- | 
erations one would have thought these 
men were engaged in some sporting ex- 
oa rather than in deadly war- 
are.

DEAD AND DYING GERMANS 
HEAPED IN THE TRENCHES 


Eye-Witness Describes Vic- 
tory of British Troops at 
Neuve Chappelle—Ger- 
mans Were Greatly Shaken 
by the Terrible Artillery 
Fire of the British. 


London, March 18.—The: British of- 
fensive which resulted in the capture 
of Neuve Chapelle and the country 
beyond it, began early March 10, with 
a bombardment by many guns and 
howitzers, according to an “eye wit- 
ness” with the British expeditionary 
force in France. 

“Our men in the trenches,’ he says, 


“describe this fire as being the most 
tremendous, both in point of noise and 
in actual effect, they have ever seen 
or heard. The shrieking of shells in 
the air, their explosion and the con- 
tinuous thunder of the batteries were 
all merged into one great volume of 
sound. The discharges of the guns 
were so rapid that they sounded like 
the fire of a gigantic machine gun. 
‘During the 35 minutes it continued, 
our men could show themselves freely 
and even walk about in perfect safety.

Here also, little re- 
sistance was met with, and our line 
reached a point about 400 yards from 
the wood. 

“in the afternoon the troops who had 
seized Neuve Chapelle advanced still 
further to the east, gaining nearly 409 
yards, while on their left again, north 
of the village, our forward movement 
rrogressed for a considérable distance 
and the fighting continued long after 
darkness had set in. 

Germans Surrendered in Groups. 

“The enemy were by this time thor- 
oughly shaken and in some parts of the 
fleld were surrendering in groups. 
Throughout the day the Germans con- 
tinued to hold out in a strong position 
at the angle of the cross roads south 
or the village where they were estab- 
lished in a perfect net of trees and 
barbed wire. This position had been 
known as Port Arthur an} a hard 
struggle raged for some hours around 
it, until at. 5:30 in the evening when 
it was stormed at the point of the 
bayonet. 

“By nightfall we were in possession 
of all of the enemy's trenches on a 
front of 4,000 yards, represeeting an 
advance of more than 1,200 -rards srom 
our original trenches at the furthest 
roint. The number of prisoners cap- 
turned is officially reported to be 750 
but there is reason to believe that 
others were taken who have not vet 
been sent in. : 

“During the day two remarkable 
feats were performed by our airmen. 
One, flying at a height of only 150 feet, 
in order to make sure of his mark, 
dropped a bomb on the important rail- 
way bridge at Menin, destroving one 
of the piers. Another, flying over the 
Courtrai railway junction. dropped a 
bomb on the station and completely) 
wrecked it. These two points are of 
Vital importance to the German com- 
munications.

GOES TO BATTLE FRONT 


London, March 13.—The emperor of 
Russia left the imperial residence at 
Tsarskoye Selo this morning for the 
battle front, according to a Reuter dis- 
patch from Petrograd. 
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Venice, March 13.—(CVia London,.)— 
Reports from Vienna show many ar- 
ticles of daily food havé more than 
doubled in price sinee the war began 
and that there has been a secret spec- 
ulation in foodstuffs, which has | 
aroused public indignation. 

It is alleged that many wealthy Gall- 
clan refugees are employing their 
funds in foodstuff speculation. 

This trafficking is carried on sé- 
cretly. Through agents sent to the 
provinces large stores of food are 
bought .and retailed at exorbitant 
prices. As these agents operate with- 
out proper trade licenses they are be- 
ing prosecuted. 

Quotations in Vienna Markets. 

Authoritative quotations of the Vien- 
na markets show flour now costs $8 
cents a pound and dried peas 11 certs, 
a pound, compared to 4 cents last July. 
Split peas cost 15 cents and lard 49 
cents a pound, double the price when 
war was declared. Eggs, formerly 2? 
cents, bring 3 and 4 cents apiece. Beef 
sells at from 26 cents to 80 cents a 
pound, while pork brings from 24 
cents to 40 cents. Consumption of 
horse flesh is steadily increasing. It 
aR cost from 10 cents to 16 cents a pound, 
es compared to 8 cents last summer. 

Sugar has risen little, costing 8 cents 
or 9 cents a pound, only half a cent 
more than before the war. 

Bread has gone up considerably, 
costing from 8 cents to 12 cents for a 
two-pound loaf. It is only 50 per cent 
flour. The remainder is a mixture of 
corn, barley or potato meal. Petro- 
leum is quoted at 80 cents a gallon;' 
it cost 26 cents last July. Soft coal 
has risen to $10 a ton, and is diffi-

Grice and Hart Make For- 
mal Report of Trip to Pre- 
vent Chattanooga Con- 
demnation. 


Attornes General Warren Grice and 


John C. Hart, 
appeared before the 
committees of the house and 
of the Tennessee legislature, at Nash- 
ville, to oppose for Georgia the bill 
introduced by the Hamilton county 
delegation to condemn the Western 
Atlantic railroad terminal prop- 
ertv in Chattanooga, on Saturday made 
their report to Governor John M. Sla- 
stating that, following thelr argu- 
ment, the railroads committee of the 
house rejected bill by a vote of 
8 to 2. This probably means that the 
bill will not be revived at this ses- 
sion of the Tennessee legislature. 
While Attorney General Grice and 
Judge Hart found the Tennessee leg- 
lslators ready to “do whatever they 
thought was the fair and just thing in 
the matter,’ Georgia's fight was not 
won without the expression of consid- 
erable bitterness on the part of rep- 
resentatives of Chattanooga, Who as- 
sumed that Georgia is hostile to the 
progress and development of the city 
of Chattanooga, and that Georgia was 
unreasonable in her attitude opposing 
the bill to condemn the terminals. 
The Georgia representatives ex- 
plained that Georgia has done nothing 
in the past for the relief of the sit- 
uation in @hattanooga for the good 
and sufficient reason that the state, 
with its property under lease, could 
not consent to any change tn the sta- 
tus of the property while under lease, 
and that the lessee is impotent in that 
it has no authority to change the 
status of the property beyond the term 
of its lease.

We also made clear that the bill at pres- 
ent was inopportune, untimely, and an in- 
justice to the state for Tennessee to enact 
a measure the effect of which might de- 
preciate our property should we determine 
to re-lease at the expiration of the present 
term, soon to expire. 

Secondly. That the state of Georgia was 
arranging during the present year to re- 
fund $3,500,000 of her public debt by an 
issuance of bonds secured by her public 
property, naming expressly the Western and 
Atiantic railroad, and that the proposed 
bill if enacted into a law might affect the 
market value of the bonds to be issued. 

Thirdly. That the ‘rental from the road 
was devoted in part to the education of the 
children of the state, and while we recog- 
nized that it was true as a legal proposi- 
tion that the grant of eminent domain was 
purely a political question, yet the legisia- 
ture before authorizing specific property de- 
voted already to a public use, for another 
inconsistent public use, should hesitate be- 
fore granting any such extraordinary 
power; and that we thought the question 
under consideration, involving our educa- 
tional fund in part, should be carefully con- 
sidered by the legislature of Tennessee. In 
other words that we scarcely thought the 
argument urged by Chattanooga for the 
opening of this street to the detriment of 
the state’s property would justify the 
legislature of Tennessee in passing the bill 
to the injury of the property and its uses. 

Fourthly. We also urged that in view of 
the fact for over half a century the service 
rendered Chattanooga by the state of Geor- 
gia through its railroad, as an agency In 
the building of that great city, entitled 
to better treatment and consideration than 
the summary method it was now asking 
the legislature of Tennessee to grant. Driv- 
ing us into the market for new terminals, 
subjecting us to the mercy of the land 
sharks. We endeavored to impress upon 
the city of Chattanooga that the state of 
Georgia financially, as the owner of this 
property, was more interested in the wel- 
fare of Chattanooga than any citizen in 
the state of Tennessee. That the future 
value of our road was vitally concerned in 
the growth of Chattanooga, and we wish- 
ed especially that this fact would be recog- 
nized by the citizens of Chattanooga now 
and hereafter. 


State Soon Free to Act. 


We explained that our lease would soon 
expire, leaving the state free to act; that 
we recognized that there were many ques- 
tions of vital importance involved that would 
have to be considered and well understood, 
both by the state and the prospective les- 
sees. That if it be true as contended by 
Chattanooga, that we could buy the neces- 
Sary terminals, answering our purpose as 
well as our present terminals, and that by 
permitting the extension of Broad street in- 
crease the value of our real estate in Chat- 
tanooga several million dollars, the propo- 
sition would be duly considered by the state 
of Georgia.

But Managers of New York 
Training School for Girls 
Deny That Such Punish- 
ment Is Barbarous—Lips 
of Some of the Girls Sealed 
With Plaster. 


Albany, N. Y., March 183.—A state- 


ment from the board of managers of 
the New York Training School for 
Girls, at Hudson, tonight confirmed a 
report of the department of efficiency 
and economy regarding the type of 
disciplinary measures used at the in- 
stitution, but asserted that such pun- 
ishment is neither barbarous nor uli- 
duly strict. Ages of the inmates range 
from 12 to 16 years. 

The report of the department, filed 
with the legislature, recommended the 
removal of Dr. Hortense V. Bruce, su- 
| perintendent of the Hudson school. The 
girls there, many of whom had com- 
mitted no legal offense, were subjected 
to more severe punishment for infrac- 
tions of rules than are the most des- 
perate criminals, the report declared. 

Impudent Girls Tortured. 

“Where a girl has been impudent, 
has refused to obey an officer or is 
unduly unruly, she is punished by what 
might popularly be termed the ‘water 
cure.” it was set forth in the charges 
against .the institution's management. 

“Wer hands are handcuffed behind 
her back, leg irons are put on her feet, 
and she is laid across her bed. The 
assistant superintendent sits on the 
knees of the girl, while the hospital 
nurse dips a towel in water and holds 
it, sapping wet, over the girl’s mouth 
for ten minutes. The girl, being 
frightened, struggles and in the en- 
deavor to breathe through the wet 
towel, draws in the water. This treat- 
ment either strangles or suffocates her 
and is kept up until the girl gives in. 

“For «cases which require more se- 
vere punishment than the ‘water cure,’ 
solitary confinement in small isolation 
cells is provided.” 

A silence rule is in effect from the 
time the girls arise in the morning 
until 6 o'clock at -night, the report 
concluded.

Premier in First Real Cabinet. 

It was at this time that the Russian 
people began clamoring harder’ than 
ever for a share in’the government. 
When, in 1905, the imperial manifesto 
was issued which granted some of 
demands, Witte became remier 
in Russia’s first real cabinet. fis ap- 
pointment as president of the council 
of ministers was announced a week 
later, and pledged himself to support 
the plan for a convocation of the na- 
ional assembly. 

Because of the opposition of power- 
ful interests opposed to democratic re- 
forms he experienced considerable dif- 
ficulty in forming a cabinet. It was a 
difficult period in Russian history. 
There were serious labor troubles, and

led Witte to advise the em- 
weror to declare martial law in Poland. 
‘roops were employed to quell disor- 


ders. 

The number of the .premier’s ene- 
mies steadily increased, and the de- 
mand for his removal gained strength. 
Dissatisfied with his treatment at the 
hands of the emperor, and feeling it 
was beyond his power to restore tran- 
quillity, he resigned December 7, 1906. 


Although always a firm supporter of |qiis resignation was accepted officially, 


the monarchy, he recognized the power 
of the people and had democratic ten- 
dencies. On his father’s side his fam- 
ily was of common origin, but his 
mother was a descendant of the Ruriks, 
the old rulers of Russia before the elec- 
tion of the Romanoff dynasty. 

After his graduation from the Unl- 
versity of Odessa, Witte entered the 
railroad service in the shipping de- 
partment. He mastered the question 
of tariffs. rates and his advancement 
was rapid. Meantime he had married 
a sister of General Fadieff He first 
attracted attention at the capital dur- 
ing the Russo-Turkish war by his ad- 
ministrative capacity in the movement 
of army supplies. 

He went to Petrograd 
was given increasingly responsible 
posts in the railroad service Alexan- 
der lil. appointed him minister of rail- 
ways and communications in 1892 and 
soon afterwards minister of finance, It 
was then that he began to develop his 
great scheme for creation of home 
manufactures and the wide extension 
of Russia’s railroad system, which 
eventually took the Siberian road to 
the Pacific. 

Used Every Power of State. 


In his efforts along these lines 
Witte used every power of the state. 
He gave subventions and government 
orders until factories and mills were 
running full blast. Then he had the 
state take over the private railroads, 
the state treasury fuaranteeing the 
bonds. To do all this he borrowed im- 
mense sums in France.

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CHARMS AND AMULETS: 
ON GERMAN PRISONERS 


They Carry All Sorts of Things 
in Hope of Warding 
Off Death. 


London.— (Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—The British 
official eve-witness, in his latest 
dispatch, refers to the number of 
charms and amulets which have peen 
collected from prisoners. Many of 
these are probably of very ancient 
origin and have: been hended down 
through many generations of peas- 
antry.

ON BUSINESS LINES

the Associated Press.)—‘‘War 
ness,’ and the Germans, with character- 
istic system and thoroughness, are 
proceeding to apply business principles 
not only to tne running of thelr armies, 
but to the administration of the occu- 
pied parts of France and Belgium in 
order to keep agricultural and manu- 
facturing enterprises alive and to make 
the occupied territory contribute to the 
support of the armies. 

Business commissions have been or- 
ganized at various points. The duty of 
these is to provide for the continuance 
of work in field and factory and to 
gather up such supplies as may De re- 
quired for the use of the armies or 
may be available for shipment to Ger- 
many. Within a week or two after the 
Germans had occupied Liege, the great 
arms factories there were turning out 
ammunition and arms for the German 
armies: coal miners in southern Bel- 
gium soon resumed operations for the 
account of the German government, 
and the commissions have now opened 
a wide field of activity in the rich 
industrial region of northern France. 

The problems for the commissions in 
Belgium and France were widely simi- 
lar. In Belgium they were confronted 
with a superabundance of labor and few 
raw materials; in northern l’rance 
great masses of raw material have been 
found but the labor to work them up 
is lacking. Much of the Belgian raw 
material ,in peace time, except iron and 
coal, was imported from abroad. The 
markets for the finished products were 
also abroad, and cannot be reached 
owing to the war. The problem in Bel 
gium is, therefore, to find work for the 
superabundant labor supply. 

In France, on the other hand, the 
mobilization took practically every 
able-bodied man into the army, and 
there is a great scarcity of native labor 
in the regions occupied. Whatever 
work is undertaken there must bé done 
by women, children and the aged and 
infirm, sometimes even by German sol- 
diers Some of the business commis- 
sions there are even discussing plans 
for bringing in farm laborers from 
Germany.

SAD SONGS PREFERRED

Melancholy Airs Pqpular With 
the Kaiser’s Troops on 
the Firing Line. 


With One of the German Armies in 
a Hamlet of Northern France.—(By 
to Berlin.)——-Observation made 
by others that the German soldier at 
the front shows a preference for sad 
songs was found to be well borne out 
during the experience of a night spe nt 
by the Associated Press correspondent 
on the battlefield here One of the 
most unexpected feat ires of the night's 
entertainment was hearing grand opera 
sung over a telephone in the midst of 
a battle. : 

In a bomb-proof dugout, not far from 
the brigade headquarters in the little 
Belgian town of H— - where Colo- 
nel M—-——-—— was introducing the 
newspaper men to the comforts of life 
underground, a regimentaly adjutant 
suddenly stepped to one of the fleld 
telephones and announced that all was 
ready for the “concert. The visitors 
then heard the opening notes of a 
selection from “The Walkure.” The 
dugout was only 400 yards from the 
foremost trenches. Bullets and. shells 
were flying overhead, with the can- 
non adding their diapason to the mu- 
sic of Wagner. “Tristan and Isolde” 
and an old Germany folk song with in- 
tricate variations were other numbers 
on the program.

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He REACHED GERMANY 


Adventures of Edgar Boeck- 
ing Almost Like a Jules 
Verne Story. 


Berlin.—(Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The adventures of Ed- 
gar Boecking are among the most re- 
markable of the many experiences 
which Germans from many corners of 
the earth have had in trying to reach 
the Fatherland for patriotic service. 

Boecking was in Abyssinia when 
Germany went to war last proves They He 
had been living in that remote section 
for six years, and was widely Known 
there as'a former captain of cavalry in 
German army. The ingenuity he 
was called upon to exercise in his trip 
home was worthy of Phileas Fogg, 
whom Jules Verne sent “Around the 
World in Eighty Days.” It included 
an imaginary case of rabies, to feign 
which Boecking had the nerve to burn 
two holes in his leg. These were to 
represent the bites of a mad dog, for 
treatment of which he successfully 
begged aid in expediting his trip to the 
Pasteur institute in Cairo. He carried 
out his bluff even to the extent of sub- 
mitting to the Pasteur treatment. 

When Boecking determined, immedi- 
ately upon the outbreak of the war, to 
return to Germany to volunteer, he 
first considered which was the safest 
of the three usual routes out of Abys- 
sinia. The quickest, via Jibouti, would 
take him into French Somaliland, 
where he was well known, and. could 
not hope to escape ‘detention by the 
French officers. A second route, via 
Massaua, led through neutral Italian 
territory, but French and British war- 
ships were on the watch, and were 
searching all Italian ships carefully. 
Aipart from the danger of the hostile 
ships, this route required a two months’ 
trip by caravan in the rainy season. 
The third choice, w hich Boecking se- 
lected, notwithstanding that it was 
perhaps the most risky way of all, was 
through the English Soudan. 

He secured a pass purporting to be 
issued by a neutral state and started 
out with eight mules and six servants. 
He believed the English would hardly 
assume that a German had the nerve to 
travel, after the outbreak of hostilities 
through a region so strictly guarded 
as the Soudan.

But as kittens spoil into big cats, and 
cunning pups forget to play, assuming the 
dignity of adult dogdom, so do baby fingers 
grow and grow and bimeby the pink shells 
are anything but beautiful.

The physiologic purpose of the finger nail 
is to protect the tips of the fingers against 
pressure and to give them firm support. It 
is snid that they actually add to the tactility 
of the fingers, making more acute the dell- 
cate sense of touch. Finger nails are made 
of the same substances as those which go 
to form the feathers of birds, the claws of 
animals and the fins of fish. Healthy nails 
are not flat. but curved slightly, of light rose 
color and of smooth surface. Brittleness 
is a defect which-is usually due to a de- 
pleted state of the health. Absolute cleanli- 
ness is a hygienic principle which should 
never be disregarded, since the space be- 
tween nail and flesh forms a lodgement for 
disease germs. Soiled nails are not only 
evidence of contempt for your friends’ good 
opinion of you, but they are often the source

of infection and sickness. 


What You Need at Home. 


With a thorough manicure once a week 
and three minutes’ attention every morning 
the coral tips can be kept in perfect order. 
The first rule is never to cleanse the nails 
metal instrument. Anything that 
tears the tender inner fiber of the nail, caus- 
ing it to become rough, will make future 
eleansings more difficult. Some fingers nails 
never seem to be soiled: it is because the 
under lining has not been injured by instru- 
ments and severe treatment.

Do Not File 


For the home manicure the following in- 
struments are necessary: A pair of pointed 
scissors, a thin, sharp, flexible file, an orange 
wood stick, sandpaper, beveling files, a pol- 
isher, a jar of powdered pumice stone and a 
small bottle of peroxide of hydrogen. 

The first matter to be considered is the 
filing, which must be accomplished while 
the nails are hard. The hands must not be 
plunged into the soapy bath until after the 
filing. When using the file see that the flesh 
at the side of the nail is pressed down, so 
the instrument will achieve a _ straight, 
smooth line, leaving no raggedy-jaggedy 
places on the edge. A little scarf skin or 
thick cuticle will cling to the outline of the 
nail, but that is afterward removed with the 
beveling file. 

The shaping depends, of course, upon per 
sonal taste. To file straight across gives a 
blunt effect, and a short, stubby appearance.

ishing stone is rubbed over the chamois skin 
buffer and then the shining-up process be 
gins. Ply the polisher briskly. Sinee the 
paste and dry substance are both worked 
into the cuticle to a certain extent, the po! 
ishing must be followed by a “once over” 
with the orange wood stick, which has beer 
dipped in the soapy water. Rinse the hands 
in clear, cold water, dry very carefully, give 
a final polishing with the palms of the hands 
and finish up with a few drops of viole’ 
water. You will find it 
while. With a little experience it is no 
trick at all. Twenty minutes and the good 
deed is done’ 

The small rim of epidermis which laps 
over the nail should be gently released every 
morning with the orange wood stick after 
the hands have been carefully bathed.
